The Super- 
vising Arehiteet intends to be in Philadelphia shortly, when 
he will explain the matter more fully.

I have reason to believe that the person who made that deposit 
was my unele Anderson Squier, who went to California about 1849 
and eame back about 1855 with a considerable amount of gold~dust, 
ne trace of which has been found by his family until the publishing

Anderson Squier died shortly after the date 1855 or thereabouts, | 
having returned to California, and friends who went to his resi-~ 
dence there at that time, reported that his papers and valuables 
had been carried away by some person or persons unknown, His wateh 
however was returned to his mother who was then living at that 
time at Squiertown, now Livingston, New Jersey, where his family
